Northeast struggles 
to get back on the grid 
as officials assess damage

NEW YORK New York City and the rain-soaked 
Northeast began an arduous journey back to 
normal Wednesday after mammoth storm 
Sandy killed at least 70 people in a rampage 
that swamped coastal cities and cut power to 
millions. 

Financial markets reopened with the New 
York Stock Exchange running on generator 
power after the first weather-related two-day 
closure since an 1888 blizzard. Packed buses 
took commuters to work with New York’s sub- 
way system halted after seawater flooded its 
tunnels. 

President Obama, who has halted cam- 
paigning with the election six days away, set 
aside political differences with New Jersey Re- 


publican Gov. Chris Christie for a helicopter 
tour of the devastated coast, where they saw 
flooded and sand-swept neighborhoods and 
burning homes. 

“The entire country’s been watching. Ev- 
eryone knows how hard Jersey has been hit,” 
Obama told residents at an evacuation shelter 
in the town of Brigantine. “We’re not going to 
tolerate any red tape. We’re not going to toler- 
ate any bureaucracy” 

Sandy is likely to rank as one of the costliest 
storms in U.S. history One disaster-modeling 
Arm said Sandy may have caused up to $15 bil- 
lion in insured losses. 

About 6 million homes and businesses in 15 
U.S. states remained without power Wednes- 
day, down from a high of nearly 8.5 million, 
which surpassed the record 8.4 million cus- 
tomers who went dark from last year’s Hurri- 
cane Irene. 

While markets reopened, floodwaters re- 
ceded and residents went back to work by car.

most populous city suffered some setbacks 
Wednesday Damage forced evacuation of 
Bellevue Hospital, known for psychiatric and 
emergency care. 

Five hundred patients were being moved.

An evacuation order for 375,000 New Yorkers 
in low-lying areas remained in effect, and with 
subways down the mayor said cars must have at 
least three passengers to enter Manhattan.

FOR W. VIRGINIA, IT’S SNOW 

Sandy churned up a tragic deluge 
for millions of East Coast resi- 
dents, but in mountainous West 
Virginia, the hurricane morphed 
into an unforgettable killer 
snowstorm. 

The state sits hundreds of miles 
southwest of where the brunt of 
Sandy hit. Nonetheless, it shut off 
electricity to more than 200,000 
customers, officials said, and 
claimed the lives of at least five 
people.

Claire Engel has treated victims with multiple 
gunshot wounds, helped save a woman from 
an overdose and seen a fellow fire academy 
graduate lose his life in a fire. And at 26, she 
has been a firefighter emergency medical 
technician for only three years. 

Engel, of North Park, still considers 
herself a rookie among the Chicago Eire 
Department’s 4,500 uniformed firefighters 
and paramedics, and takes strides to prove 
herself one 24-hour shift at a time, she 
says. With 1V2 years under her belt as part 
of Engine 18 on the Near West Side, she’s 
starting to feel like family among her more 
seasoned peers, all of whom are men. 

Now, with the premiere of NBC’s “Chicago 
Eire”— a drama that aims to capture the lives 
of Chicago’s firefighters inside and outside 
the firehouse— Engel sees her efforts to 
prove herself and earn the trust of the other 
firehouse members getting the small-screen 
treatment. 

While some of the show injects a bit of 
Hollywood into their day-to-day routines, 
Engel and other Chicago firefighters say the 
calling to the job, the danger and even some 
of the drama are true to life. 

“It’s nice that we’re getting the attention, 
but we’re not asking for it,” said Jim Sewnig, 
40, of Mount Greenwood. 

He’s been a firefighter since age 19, and a 
member of the Chicago Eire Department for 
nine years. Eirefighters are a humble bunch, 
he said, and the job is more of a calling than a 
choice. It means showing up at 7 a.m. for a shift 
that starts at 8 a.m. just to relieve the previous 
company finishing its 24-hour shift. There’s 
the lack of sleep, the dreaded 3-5 a.m. “third 
watch” spent manning the dispatch radio and 
the checklist of firehouse chores to complete 
every shift. But there’s also the anticipation of 
a fire, an opportunity he says every firefighter 
awaits to hone his or her skills. 

“I don’t wish it upon anybody having 
someone lose their homes or be displaced,” 
he said. “But fire provides practice. Any guy 
that’s assigned to a good company will teU you 
they want to go to work, that’s their craft.” 

With fewer years on the job, Engel said she 
also begins each shift hoping for a fire call. 
But while movies and TV make raging blazes 
and extra-alarm fires seem like everyday 
occurrences, her experience differs. Mostly, 
she finds herself responding to medical calls, 
sometimes to very familiar blocks and people. 
Still, each call brings a rush, something she 
finds herself seeking even outside the job. 

“It’s hard not to have that adrenaline. You 
crave it,” she said, adding that she rides her

As he fought the flames on the sec- 
ond floor of a four-story building, his 
then-captain. Bill Burns, was trapped in 
a room with two other firefighters two 
floors above. He said he wiU never forget 
the pair’s description of Burns’ heroic ac- 
tions, keeping a door shut so they could 
escape on a ladder out a window With a 
hole the size of a softball in his helmet 
from the fire escaping over the door. 
Burns took a running leap outside. 

“He looked like superman flying 
through a blowtorch of flame,” the dep- 
uty district chief said. 

That story and countless others are 
fueling plot lines for “Chicago Fire,” for 
which Chikerotis serves as technical ad- 
viser. 

Thirty-three years worth of funny and 
frightening stories are the basis for many 
of the scenes on NBC’s fire drama. Chik- 
erotis’ main responsibility is keeping the 
show as real as possible. He’s shown ac- 
tors how to properly carry tools, has run 
training classes and even helped scout lo- 
cations for filming. 

Chikerotis regularly meets with writ- 
ers to pitch ideas, and consults with the 
show’s directors on how to most realisti- 
cally portray a scene. While some aspects 
of the show aren’t 100 percent true-to- 
life, he said he has tried to keep the drama 


as genuine as possible. 

“I think the fire service is a pretty awe- 
some untapped resource for a show,” he 
said. “%u really don’t have to make these 
things up.” 

This isn’t Chikerotis’ first foray into 
Hollywood. He began consulting 22 years 
ago on the movie “Backdraft” after a 
chance meeting with Ron Howard. 

Since then, he has written scripts and a 
book and advised on other productions. 


lending his experience to the big and 
small screens. 

The mix of Hollywood and his career 
has even proved a little too real at times. 
The firehouse on “Chicago Fire” is an ex- 
act replica of the house where he has an 
office, at 1340 S. Blue Island Avenue. It’s 
so exact, even he gets confused. 

“I’U sit at the kitchen table at the set 
and I’ll think I can get up and go to my 
office,” he said.

motorcycle between shifts and takes trips 
to countries such as Costa Rica and South 
America for surfing thrills. 

But there is downtime. Especially as a 
rookie, Engel said, volunteering for chores 
such as cleaning dishes is a way to show 
initiative between alarms. She said she’s 
beginning to open up to the rest of the house, 
which feels like having a “bunch of older 
brothers.” The atmosphere of trash talk 
and fighting, as depicted on “Chicago Fire,” 
definitely exists, she said. There are even a 


fair amount of firefighters who will date one 
another, though it’s rarely members of the 
same house. 

“You spend so much time together,” she 
said. “There’s a lot of drama that happens, 
for that mere fact.” 

Though fires bring a chance to practice 
everything they’ve trained for, the danger is 
hard to ignore. It’s something Brett Snow, 42, 
of Mount Greenwood, has learned to deal 
with after 12 years on the job. 

“I think one thing that is a true reality we 


try to recognize and remember is that not 
every day is apromise,” Snow said. “Especially 
with my job, there are no guarantees that I’ll 
make it my whole shift and come home the 
next day” 

The father of two said fire calls are 
particularly difficult when children are 
involved. Snow said it takes time to learn 
to suppress the emotions that come with 
difficult shifts. 

“Y)u really have to learn to deal with it,” 
he said. “You have to learn to disassociate 


yourself with what’s going on.” 

Despite learning to function with sleep 
deprivation, working a second job and being 
a father on his days off. Snow said there’s no 
other job in the world for him. He’s even had 
a chance to be a featured extra on “Chicago 
Fire” as it continues to film around the city 

“I’m certainly having fun with it,” he 
said. “It’s different when you’re actually a 
firefighter and then play one on TV.”

0000 Give it some time 

The scene: What kind of bar is this exactiy? 
Dozens of TVs tuned to ESPN scream “sports 
bar,” whiie a DJ booth, cocktaii waitresses in 
skimpy dresses and tufted booths (priority 
seating for bottie service) skew ciub- 
by. On a recent weekend, partiers 
hovered near the bar or the 
booths-which are centered 
around eye-catching metai 
firepiaces suspended from 
the ceiiing-with iittie inter- 
est in fiiiing the rows of iong 
tabies in between. 

The drinks: The cocktaii 
menu features five options 
untii a fuii iist of a dozen de- 
buts Nov. 8. For now, i wouidn’t 
bother with anything but these 
two: A champagne cocktaii with St. 

Germain eiderfiower iiqueur and hibis- 
cus syrup was equaiiy sweet and strong, whiie 
the Bouievardier (Woodford Reserve bourbon, 
Campari and vermouth) was a decent rendition 
of the ciassic cocktaii. The others are the same 
price ($12) but didn’t deiiver much of a punch: 
The coconut-ginger Thai mojito was watery and 
the Grid Cup (a meion-fiavored spin on the cias- 
sic Pimm’s Cup) tasted iike weak iemonade. After 


9 p.m., the firepiace booths are reserved for The 
Grid’s version of bottie service: Vodka with your 
choice of house-made sodas such as spiced 
pium or pineappie-tarragon runs $250-$500, 
whiie $325 buys you aii the Manhattans a bottie 
of Woodford Reserve can make. 

The food: The dismissive way our server de- 
scribed the bar snacks-“We have fries, popcorn, 
chips and peanuts”-undersoid what the chefs 
reaiiy have cooking, which are funky fiavored 
treats such as pad Thai peanuts or root beer 
popcorn that change daiiy ($2-$3). 

My friends and i didn’t reaiiy know 
what we had ordered untii it ar- 
rived, and that was after our 
server came by and biurted, 
“Did you get your food yet?” 
whiie staring at our cieariy 
empty tabie. A dinner menu 
wiii be added Nov. 8, but 
i can’t say i’m dying to go 
back and try it; a bar that ex- 
pects customers to sheii out 
for bottie service couid af- 
ford to step up its service. 
Overheard: The attendant in the 
women’s restroom prociaimed that she’s 
“working for tips, iadies.” 

Bottom line: Too precious for mainstream sports 
fans and not yet happening enough for the ciub 
set. The Grid needs some time to figure out its 
identity. Right now, the cooiest thing about it is 
those fioating firepiaces. 
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Two new downtown bars hope to lure the locals

When a bar opens downtown, there’s really only one thing I want to know: Will it be 
someplace I actually want to hang out, or is it better left to the tourists? On Michigan 
Avenue, Hard Rock Hotel’s sleek sushi-and-saketini spot China Grill has been replaced 
with Chuck’s Manufacturing, a spunkier, laid-back bar with the potential to lure locals 
working at nearby Illinois Center. Meanwhile, on the west end of River North where 
Hubbard Street dead ends into Kingsbury, the two-floor space vacated by Latin dance 
club Rumba also has a new life. Below Baume & Brix, an inventive new restaurant from a 
team of ex-Moto and Ing chefs on the main floor, there’s a lower-level lounge called The 
Grid run by the same team. In their new incarnations, do either of these downtown bars 
have what it takes to transcend the tourist set and become your new regular hangout?

0000 Take it or ieave it 

The scene: On a recent weeknight, Miss DJ 
Meg spun upbeat tunes from a raised DJ 
booth perched between Chuck’s front bar-a 
Michigan Avenue fishbowl thanks to towering 
floor-to-ceiling windows-and its spacious 
back bar and dining room, hidden 
from the view of passersby. 

Suspended high above the 
bar, gigantic gears fash- 
ioned out of pink, yel- 
low and blue acrylic 
area nod to the auto 
parts biz of name- 
sake Charles “Chuck” 

Becker, who bought 
the Carbide & Carbon 
Building and turned 
it into the Hard Rock 
Hotel. 

The drinks: Shot glasses 
and some cocktail glasses 
look like they’re leaning- 
a trippy twist that makes you 
feel like you’ve had one too many 
even before you’ve sipped your first drink. 

(It was apparently too much for one hotel 
guest with a Southern accent who demanded 
his cranberry-vodka be poured into a regular 
glass.) The Kingpin ($12) is the cocktail equiva- 
lent of “Cloud Atlas”-between ginger, elder- 
flower, basil and sriracha, there’s lots going on 
and neither the parts nor the whole make much 
impact. I had better luck with the Sway Bar ($12), 
a slightly sweeter version of a classic cocktail 
called The Aviation that earned my allegiance 
once I discovered a candied black cherry in the 
bottom instead of the standard-issue neon-pink 
bar cherry. The bar shelves are full of flavored 
vodkas, but the bartenders don’t appear to be 


plugging them, and beyond a cherry vodka- 
spiked Coke ($10), they’re not featured on the 
cocktail menu-maybe because such novelties/ 
abominations (depending on who you ask) as 
whipped cream vodka are best enjoyed in a red 
Solo cup with root beer at a house party. 

The food: Bar snacks look run-of-the-mill at 
first glance but are more clever when you look 
closely: A plate of mini-brats ($11) comes with a 
sidecar of Two Brothers beer, while fried veg- 
gies ($9) get a pickled punch from soaking in 
brine before hitting the fryer. There are plenty 
of full-blown entrees for $14-$27 (double-cut 
pork chop, grilled salmon, herb-marinated 
chicken, four different pastas), but 
I think the best way to judge a 
new bar is by its burger. The 
signature Chuck’s burger 
($15) with Cheddar, fried 
onions and barbe- 
cue sauce sounded 
tasty in theory but 
crumbled into a heap 
thanks to the under- 
cooked patty. 

Gripes: Hotel bar 
beer prices are in 
full effect. Mass- 
market domestics 
for $6 and standard 
imports for $7 may not faze 
hotel guests dining on expense 
accounts, but it won’t keep down- 
town office workers coming back for 
post-work drinks. 

Likes: Bartenders who sense when your glass 
is empty earn brownie points in my book, and 
the cushy barstools that line the double-sided 
bar were some of the comfiest I’ve lounged in 
lately. Complementary pretzel service with a 
trio of mustards for dipping might distract you 
from those beer prices. 

Bottom line: Chuck’s is more fun for a post- 
work cocktail than China Grill was, but I’m not 
confident that it’ll become a regular hangout 
for locals.

Liqueurs go nuts

Summer was good to us, but it’s time to move on— at 
least in the glass. Local distiller Koval agrees, and that 
why it is releasing not one, but two walnut liqueurs this 
fall. 

Why walnut? Well, it’s a common cold weather digestif 
in Austria, where the distillery’s married owners, Robert 
and Sonat Birnecker, have both lived. Also, its nutty nu- 
ance ushers out the summer’s warmth and captures it in 
the bottle. It seems the Austrians, who drink the liqueurs 
straight, were on to something. 

Thick, soothing, earthy and lightly floral. Walnut is a 
dark golden sipper to warm and soothe the belly Drink 
it straight after a fine meal or use it in a simple cocktail 
where its grace would not be overwhelmed (try adding a 
little vodka and an ice cube). 

The Young Walnut liqueur, the product of underripe 
green walnuts, is less polished and offers a markedly dif- 
ferent flavor— sharper, bolder and more bitter, despite 
a thinner body Though also worthy of straight sipping. 
Young Walnut can thrive as an ingredient in a more com- 
plex cocktail. 

Walnut liqueur should be available through winter at 
finer spirits stores across the city Y)ung Walnut liqueur is 
extremely limited and available only at the Koval distillery 
(5121 N. Ravenswood Ave.; 312-878-7988). Both cost about

Swift raises bar with ‘Red’ campaign

When Taylor Swift’s album “Red” was released 
last week, the pop singer’s most ardent fans 
wasted no time downloading the digital edi- 
tion on iTunes, vaulting it to No. i on the on- 
line retailer’s Top Albums chart in 36 minutes. 
Those who wanted to hold a CD were able to 
snap it up as early as 12:01 a.m. Oct. 22 at thou- 
sands of Walgreens and Wal-Mart stores. 

By daybreak, the options had multiplied: 
A deluxe 22-track edition was available at 
Target, and if the music alone wasn’t enough. 
Swift aficionados could pick up a custom pair 
of Keds “Red” sneakers ($49.99) or get the al- 
bum along with a large pizza as part of a Papa 
John’s deal that featured Swift’s image on the 
pizza box (all for $22!). 

The multi-pronged delivery of Swift’s album 
is part of a sophisticated marketing campaign 
that has contributed to Red’s extraordinary 
first-week sales of 1.21 million copies, the big- 
gest first-week figure in more than a decade, 
according to Nielsen SoundScan. 

Leading up to the release. Swift reminded 
her 20 million Twitter followers how many 
days remained until it would be available. On 
Oct. 21, she shifted to an hourly countdown. 

The day after “Red” dropped she began an 



organized blitz of TV appearances, including 
“Good Morning America,” “20/20” and “El- 
len.” Swift did a barrage of interviews to 72 
radio stations as well, and last week messaged 
her Twitter followers to phone radio stations 
and “ask nicely BUT repetitively” to play her 
latest single, “Begin Again.” 

It all worked. With “Red,” Swift becomes 
only the fourth act to hit the i-million first- 
week figure twice since Nielsen SoundScan 
began tracking actual sales back in 1991.

L.C. offers beauty 
tips for the real girl

Lauren Conrad isn’t just a celebrity. The 
blonde from Orange County Calif, with 
her trademark cat-eye makeup, is a cottage 
industry 

Conrad, 26, hasn’t regularly appeared on 
TV since exiting MTV’s “The Hills” in 2009, 
but offscreen, she’s quietly been building a 
lifestyle empire. (Her estimated net worth is 
about $12 million.) 

She’s written two bestselling series of 
young-adult novels. She runs an eponymous 
clothing line at Kohl’s and a second fashion 
collection. Paper Crown, that’s available at 
boutiques nationwide. She’s launched two 
websites and, most recently, penned the 
how-to book “Lauren Conrad Beauty,” a 
companion to 2010’s “Lauren Conrad Style.” 

“Beauty,” released Oct. 16, is primarily 
about relatability as Conrad shares personal 
stories that acknowledge her good fortune 
— and her foibles. She offers practical advice 
on skin and hair care, and writes about the 
often-overlooked effects of diet and exercise 
on a woman’s appearance and well-being. 

Conrad opens the book with photos of her 
“beauty evolution” that demonstrates her 
transformation from a Southern California 
teen with overly blond hair and mismatched 
foundation to a young woman with a more 
natural look. She writes candidly about her 
struggles with acne and skin discoloration— 
and her solutions— as well as her experimen- 
tation with hair colors and styles. 

“One of the messages of this book is it’s 
really important to figure out what you love 
about yourself and what you want to focus 
on. It’s different for every person,” says Con- 
rad, who, as a teenager growing up in Laguna 
Beach, Calif, didn’t always hold such a belief 
She bleached her hair, spent too much time 



in the sun and dressed like her friends, she 
said, “because it was easy and safe to blend 
in.” 

These days, Conrad lives in L.A., hides 
from the sun and is a devotee of sunscreen, 
ChapStick and vitamins, as well as the stal- 
wart curling iron she uses to tame the locks 
she describes as “straight with a couple weird 
bends.” 

Though her new book is thorough in its 
explanations of product ingredients and 
techniques for makeup application, it steers 
clear of naming specific products. 

“I didn’t want this to be a book that ap- 
plied specifically to this year and in two 
years is not very helpful,” she says. “Prod- 
ucts change often.” She regularly changes 
her own mix, especially facial cleansers and 
shampoos.
